Western intelligence specialists 
consider subservient to Moscow. 

The plan was drawn up. Mr. 
Mantarov said, because the two 
agencies believed that the pope was 
the keystone or a U.S. effort to 
subvert the Polish government and 
move it away from the communist 
bloc. 

The Bulgarian government has 
called the implication that Bulgar- 
ians were involved in the assassina- 
tion attempt entirely without foun- 
dation and u fabrication pul to- 
gether by Western intelligence 
agencies. The Soviet Union has re- 
peatedly denied any role in the at- 
tack. 

- Mr. Mantarov's account, accord- 
ing to French intelligence sources, 
represents the first report from a 
Bulgarian defector who was in an 
official position at the time of the 


shooting. It was uncovered during 
a two-month investigation by The 
New York Times, in seven coun- 
tries. of the purported assassina- 
tion ploL 

The investigation also found that 
Sergei Ivanov Antonov. 35. an offi- 
cial of Balkan Airlines whom the 
Italians are holding on suspicion 
that he was Mr. Agca’s Bulgarian 
accomplice, repeatedly contradict- 
ed information he gave to the Ital- 
ian authorities about his move- 
ments and contacts in Italy. 

And it found that Turkish smug- 
glers who Mr. Agca said financed 
his travels after his escape from 
prison in Turkey in November 
1979 had such close ties with the 
Bulgarian authorities, including the 
stale security police, that they were 
provided with depots to store their 
contraband goods and escorts for 


Lheir boats out of Bulgarian waters. 

This information comes from an 
associate of Bekir Cdenk. a Turk- 
ish businessman, who Mr. Agca 
said offered him SI .25 million in 
Sofia in the summer of 1980 to kill 
the pope. 

Mr. Mantarov was deputy com- 
mercial attache at the Bulgarian 
Embassy in Paris. His defection 
has been kept so quiet bv the 
French Internal Counterespionage 
Service that the French have onlv 
recently told the U.S. Central Intel- 
ligence .Agency about iL 

According to French intelligence 
sources. Mr. Mantarov told his de- 
briefers that he was a close friend 
of a high-ranking official in the 
counterintelligence division of the 
Bulgarian state security agency, the 
Durzhavna Sigumost. The friend, 
he said, told him about growing 


alarm in Communist intelligence 
agencies that the pope had been 
chosen els an instrument to help 
disrupt his native Poland. 

Mr. Mantarov identified the 
high-ranking Bulgarian official as 
Dimiter Savov. Although Mr. 
Mantarov's account cannot be in- 
dependently verified, independent 
intelligence’ sources confirmed the 
existence of an official of the Bul- 
garian security agency with that 
name, though they said they could 
not immediately confirm that he 
was who Mr. Mantarov said he 
was. 

A source with contacts in the 
Bulgarian Embassy in Paris said 
that Mr. Mantarov, who is married 
and has a daughter, was deputy 
commerical attache from 1979 to 
the summer of 1981, when he de- 
fected while visiting Reims.

It is not known whether French 
intelligence officials 
Italian authorities 
tarov's disclosures, but it appears 
unlikely because they are known to 
be protective of the information 
they collect. None of the Italian of- 
ficials interviewed, including the 
investigating magistrate. Tlario 
Martella, gave any hint that they 
knew of the new defector. 

According to the French sources, 
Mr. Mantarov said that Mr. Savov 
told him that the KGB became sus- 
picious immediately after the elec- 
tion of Karol Wojtyla, a Pole, as 
pope in 1978 because it coincided 
with growing unrest in Poland over 
corruption and mismanagement in 
the Polish government. 

The Eastern European intelli- 
gence services, especially the KGB 
and the Bulgarian agency, came to

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Cabinet Will Decide 
On Austerity- Program

PARIS — President Francois 
Mitterrand of France, in a televised 
broadcast Wednesday evening, 
called on the nation, for support in 
i renewed campaign to reduce in- 
flation and chronic government 
deficits in the economy, and to 
■'re right hen the competitiveness of 
French industry. 

Speaking solemnly, in guarded 
jnd lofty terms. Mr. Mitterrand in- 
dicated that “mobilization" would 
involve ldditiona! austerity mea- 
sures for the economy and con- 
sumers. but he did not provide de- 
tails of what he had in mind. Nor 
did he soy whether :he remedies 
would include protectionist trade 
measure?. 

"Yocr role is decisive ... in your 
way of life, of consumption ‘and 
even of traveling, you should 
choose French products, if of the 
•'.me quality.” !; • said, adding trot 
trench consumers ui.-e should save 
more of Lhc:::-.c :‘e 

A rcalig'-mcr.- "crrer.c.rs 
within the European Monetary 
System announced M .v.day in 
Brussels, in which :hc franc was de- 
valued by 2.5 percent, reflected de- 
termination to avoid isolating 
France from the European Com- 
munity and the alliance, the 
French leader said. 

During the Id-minute address. 
Mr. Mitterrand defended his gov- 
ernment's record on reforms of the 
economy implemented since his 
election" in May 1981. ratine that 
the policies had helped F’rance 
avoid the "tragic litany” of higher 
unemployment rates in other" in- 
dustrialized nations. 

But more action was required, he 
said, to reduce further the nation’s 
inflation rate in relation to that of 
its European neighbors. While the 
French inflation rate has been re- 
duced to less than 10 percent from 
14 percent, he said it was still the

key factor in his government's 
three currency devaluations. 

“Now. more than ever, we must 
triumph on three fronts — unem- 
ployment. inflation and foreign 
trade.” Mr. Mitterrand said, add- 
ing that another imponanl goal 
was to eliminate the trade deficit 
during the next two years. 

Mr. Mitterrand ’addressed the 
nation less than 24 hours after he 
ordered the first, major reshuffling 
of the cabinet since his election. 
Tne speech followed the renaming 
of Pierre Maunoy as prime minister 
-iicr ne arc his government re- 
signed earlier Tuesday. 

"Spe.vfic measures "aimed at con- 
cretely implementing the presi- 
dent's goals wili be discussed and 
decided at a special cabinet meet- 
ing Friday, authoritative govern- 
ment sources said Wednesday. Mr. 
Mitterrand's address did not hint 
at any radical new departures from 
previous austerity policies. 

In the new cabinet lineup, which 
French and foreign observers said 
reflected stre amlinin g, political 
continuity and renewed austerity in 
economic" policy, a total of 14 cabi- 
net officers were renamed, includ- 
ing two Communists. Max Gallo, a 
historian and writer, joined the 
cabinet as state secretary and gov- 
ernment spokesman. 

The previous Maurov Govern- 
ment included 34 ministers, includ- 
ing three Communists. There were 
also so-called minister-delegates 
and state secretaries in the cabinet. 

The most signficant changes, au-

thoriialive government sources 
said, were the extending the re- 
sponsibilities of Jacques Delors. 
minister of finance and of Lhe 
economy, to include also the bud- 
get ministry, and Lhe renaming of 
Pierre Beregovoy as minister of so- 
cial affairs. Mr. "Beregovoy, who is 
personally close to Mr. Mitterrand, 
wound up with the ihird-rar.king 
position "in the cabinet after Mr. 
Maurov and Mr. Delors.

De- 
lors and Beregovoy ... or that the 
reshuffling involve dilution of the 
prime minister's role, given the fact 
that Delors and Beregovoy — both 
ambitious and potential prime 
ministers — are now far more pow- 
erful than before.” 

Remaining in their jobs were: 
Gaston Deferre. minister of the in- 
terior. Gaude Cheysson. minister 
of external relations: Charles Her- 
nu. minister of defense: Robert 
Badinter. minister of justice: Alain 
Savary. minister of education and 
Roger Quill ol minister of urban 
affairs and housing. 

Michel Rocard. who previously 
headed the government’s planning 
agency, became minister of agricul- 
ture, replacing Edith Cresson. who 
was named minister of foreign 
trade and tourism. That post was 
previously held by Michel Joben. 
who resigned Sunday.

WASHINGTON — President 
Ronald Reagan has made a deci- 
sion to propose to the Soviet Un- 
ion an interim agreement limiting 
but not eliminating intermediate- 
range nuclear missiles in Europe, 
according to administration offi- 
cials and diplomatic sources. 

The officials and diplomats said 
that at a White House meeting last 
week Mr. Reagan indicated he 
would propose that the Soviet Un- 
ion and the United States each be 
limited to 100 missile launchers 
with a total of 300 warheads. 

One official said he understood 
that the interim offer would de- 
pend on Moscow's ultimate accept- 
ance of Mr. Reagan's so-called zero 
option, which calls for the elimina- 
tion of all intermediate-range mis- 
siles in Europe. 

[The Associated Press reported 
from Washington that administra- 
tion officials said Wednesday that 
P-esident Reagan would announce 
his proposal March 31 in a Los An- 
geles speech. 

[He would declare “that we are 
willing to put forward an interim 
arrangement” at the anus control 
tall - in Genc-a. .ir '■"'fici.t! fami'i 'r 
with the evolving U.S. strategy 
said.

Speech to Reveal Secret Soviet Military Installations

WASHINGTON — President Ronald Reagan 
was expected to divulge secret information, includ- 
ing aerial photographs of Soviet military installa- 
tions. in a televised speech Wednesday night to 
illustrate what he calls a growing Soviet military 
threat, a senior White House offiaal said. 

“These photographs will reveal the extent of So- 
viet expansionism and illustrate in specific terms 
the president's statements about the growth of So- 
viet power,” the official said. 

The high-altitude photographs will not include 
installations inside the Soviet Union, the official 
added, hut will focus on the expansion of Soviet 
arms outside its borders. Television news reports 
said the photographs would show- Soviet f acuities 
in the Middle £ast and Caribbean. 

The speech is part of a White House public rela- 
tions campaign to win support for Mr. Reagan’s 
proposed areas budget. He has asked Congress for 
51.8 billion for defense spending over the next five 
years to counter a Soviet buildup that he says has 
placed the United States in a position of inferiori- 
tv. 

Democrats in the House of Representatives 


want to shave S93 billion from the 5243 billion 
requested by Mr. Reagan for military spending in 


the 1984 financial year that starts in October. 
Democrats proposal would provide the mOxtaxy 
with 5169 billion less than requested by the presi- 
dent over the next five years. 

His speech is aimed primarily at the Republi- 
can-controlled Senate, which White House strateg- 
ists hope will approve a higher level of military 
funding. The White House hopes that the House 
and Senate will then compromise, producing an 
arms budget that Mr. Reagan would accept.

BONN — After two weeks of 
hard negotiations, the three parties 
that make up V'est Germany’s con- 
servative coalition announced 
Wednesday broad agreement on 
domestic and foreign policies tor 
the next four years. 

At a news conference, general 
aijcretaries from Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl’s Christian Democrats. 
.The Bavarian Christian Social Un- 
ion and the small Free Democratic 
Parly outlined plans to stimulate 
investment and cut SI6 billion in 
federal and local expenditures in 
the next three years. 

Reflecting nis personal triumph 
in the March 6 elections. Chancel- 
lor Kohl will make only minor ad- 
justments ?n his next cabinet, nam- 
ing new ministers responsible for 
agriculture and relations with East 
Germany. 

Deputy Chancellor Hans- 
Dietrich "Gcnscher, leader of the 
Free Democrats, will retain the 
Foreign Ministry portfolio he has 
held since 1974. 

The shape of the new cabinet be- 
came clear two days age when 
Franz Josef Strauss, leader of the 
Christian Social Union, renounced 
his ambition to come to Bonn as a 
minister. . , . „ 

The decision by the rightist Ba- 
varian ended negotiations that he 
exploited to wrest the Agriculture 
Ministry from the Free Democrats 
and to put new accents on domes- 
tic policies. 

But the renunication by the 67- 
, ear-old Mr. Strauss, who is minis- 
ter-president of southern Bavaria, 
: \ also appeared to check his deeply 
held ambitions to reshape West 
’ Germany's foreien policy, making 
7. ii tougher toward the Soviet Union 
V and more friendly to Israel South 
'•Africa and rightist Latin American 
regimes. 

I -Mr. Strauss s hope «o become 


foreign minister was. ended by the 
coalition's dependence on the Free 
Democrats to make up a majority 
in the Bundestag,, or lower house, 
and by Mr. Genscher s determina- 
tion to keep the job. 

Mr. Strauss was aLso interested 
in the Finance Ministry, but its 
Christian Democratic incumbent. 
Gerhard SloJtenbeig, was loo 
powerfully entrenched as the par- 
ty’s key figure from the north. 

Chancellor Kohl, whose lies with 
Mr. Strauss are strained, offered 
him the title of deputy chancellor 
and any cabinet job except foreign 
affairs, finance and economics, a 
Free Democratic preserve. But Mr. 
Strauss, a former finance and de- 
fense minister, preferred to remain 
in Munich. 
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Both Mr. Kohl and Mr. Gensch- 
er were known to be delighted with 
the outcome of the coalition bar- 
gaining. But with five important 
ministries — Interior. Transport. 
Agriculture. Housing and Foreign 
Aid — the Christian S^cini Union 
will indisputably be the second 
force in the next "cabinet. 

.After its poor showing in the 
election. Mr. Genscher’s Free 
Democrats have slipped from four 
to three portfolios, retaining the 
Foreign. Economics and Justice 
Ministries. The party won 6.9 per- 
cent of the popular vote. 

In the pasL the Free Democrats 
portrayed themselves as champions 
of individual ri“his against West 
Germany’s weighty and intrusive 
state bureaucracy. But the coalition 
negotiations appear to have height- 
ened the importance of Friedrich 
Zimmermann. the rightist interior 
minister and a Strauss ally. 

Eager to check impending pro- 
tests against the deployment of 
U.S. medium-range missiles, the 
coalition has decided that a new 
law will make it a criminal offense 
to participate in a demonstration 
that turned violent. 

Mr. Zimmermann wa> known to 
want to broaden this sweeping stat- 
ute. which has been criticized by 
civil libertarians, lo make it a crime 
to cover one’s face in a demonstra- 
tion. 

According to well-placed politi- 
cal informants. Mr. Zimmermann 
is expected to use Lhe considerable 
resources of his ministry, rather 
than controversial laws, to stiffen 
domestic policies. One concern will 
be encouraging 1.6 million Turkish 
“guest workers" to go home. 

The coalition partners did not 
adopt any specific measures on the 

Turkish issue, such as limiting the 
age at which Turkish children 
could join their parents here, but 
Mr. Zimmermann was given a 
mandate tc look into the issue.

WARSAW — Pope John Paul II 
will make eight stops during his 
visit to Poland June 16-22. includ- 
ing the often turbulent city of Wro- 
claw and two towns in Silesia, a 
hotbed of unrest during the 1980- 
81 labor upheaval. 

The itinerary for Lhe pope's sec- 
ond visit to Poland was released 
jointly Wednesday by the Polish 
government and the powerful Pol- 
ish Roman Catholic Church. 

The Polish-bom pontiff was to 
visit Poland last August, but the 
trip was postponed because of so- 
cial unrest after Lhe declaration of 
martial law in December 1981. 
Many Poles say that the pope's 
first pilgrimage 'to Poland in June 
1979. eight months after he ascend- 
ed the throne of St. Peter, contrib- 
uted to the rise of the now-out- 
lawed Solidarity labor federation. 
.And there was speculation that the 
government was not eager for a 
second visit. 

The Polish leader. General 
Wojciech Jaruzelski. and lhe 


Roman Catholic primate. Cardinal 
Jozef Giemp, set the mid-June date 
last November and have said sub- 
sequently that they hope the pfl- 
“rimage will help bolster social sta- 

The pontiff is scheduled to arrive 
in Warsaw on June 16, and then 
visit the Shrine of Niepokalanow at 
Teresin. 24 miles 140 kilometers) 
south of Warsaw, and the cities of 
Czestochowa. Poznan. Wroclaw 
and Krakow. Additionally, be is to 
visit two religious centers near the 
coal mining center of Katowice, 
Piefcaiy Slaskie and Sl Anna's 
mountain. 

Government sources say that the 
pope will meet General Jaruzelski 
and other goveramem leaders in 
Warsaw on June 17 and will deliver 
one indoor and one outdoor Mass 
in the Polish capital. 

He will spend nights at the Jasna

.holiest shrine, the 
liia" icon, and will 
from there to Wro- 



claw, Poznan and the Silesian 
towns, the sources said. 

The pope will leave Poland on 
June 22 from the southern city of 
Krakow, where he served as arch- 
bishop and cardinal before becom- 
ing pontiff in October 1978. 

■ Minister Warns of May Protests 

Earlier, John Kifner of The New 
York Times reported from Warsaw: . 

The Polish interior minister. 
General Czeslaw Kiszczak. told thf" 
Sqm. or parliament Tuesday that 
the authorities had halted the “pro- 
cess of di5integratiop of the state" 
in the IS months since martial Jaw 
was imposed. But be warned that 
dissidents still planned to stage 
protests early in May. 

“They are preparing society for a 
general strike, that is tor a confron- 
tation. an explosion,'' General 
Kiszczak declared. 

His remarks contained the first 
known suggestion here that dem- 
onstrations might be planned for 
the beginning of May, or the 


month Before the scheduled 
visit. A leaflet circulated in ]anu- 


ary by five underground leaders of 
Solidarity called on workers to pre- 
pare for a general strike but set no 
date. 

General Kiszczak was speaking, 
at the opening erf a two-day parlia- 
mentary session.

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The Truth Remains Unspoken 

Armed Men’s Identity a Mystery in Salvadoran Town

LA PALMA. El Salvador — For 
two months, no government sol- 
diers have dared to come near this 
town, which sits perched among 
rugged mountains in northern 
Chalatenango province five miles 
from the border with Honduras. 

So when a squad of about 30 
heavily armed men walked into 
town the other day. many people 
here assumed they were rebels. The 
men. however, told a visitor they 
were pro-government civil defense 
troops, all of whom except the 
commander were unpaid volun- 
teers. 

As the armed men spoke quietly, 
townspeople went about their busi- 
ness, casting discreet glances while 
keeping their distance. 

In less than half an hour, the 
men went on their way. leaving 
those who saw them to wonder 
about their true identity. 


Although a few people were pre- 
;e that 


pared to speculate that the men 
were really guerrillas in disguise, 
truth in this town, as in much of El 
Salvador, proved elusive. The peo- 
ple of La Palma showed the lessons 
they have learned in three years of 
war by keeping their opinions to 
themselves when truth might prove 
dangerous to pursue. 

Within an hour of the armed 
men's passing, most of the fruit 


and vegetable vendors there denied 
having seen them. The local priest, 
whose church dominates the 
square, declined to talk to a visitor. 

One man who was asked his 
opinion as to the identity of the 
armed band immediately replied,' 
“They were guerrillas, of course." 
After a few words from a compan- 
ion. he reversed himself and said 
they were most likely civil defense 
troops. 

“People here know they must 
stay neutral," said Joaquin Rom- 
ero, 21. who helps make the color- 
ful tiles for which the town is 
known. "Each band has spies, so 
people are very careful. Here every- 
one has two faces.” 

According to Mr. Romero and 
shopkeepers, guerrillas fearlessly 
enter the town everv week or so to 
buy food and clothing. They are 
friendly, he said, and always pay 
for what they take.

One of his 
neighbors later suggested that the

Some of the luxurious retreats 
are still in good condition, main- 
tained by caretakers who receive 
monthly stipends but have not seen 
their employers for three years. 


Outside one hillside home whose 
swimming pool and other appoint- 
ments contrast sharply with the 
modest bouses of those who make 
their living here, a caretaker 
laughed when asked if the armed

Rebels in Nicaragua 
Vow to Step Up Fight

ROME — Nicaraguan rebel lead- 
ers claimed Wednesday that their 
homeland was already in a state of 
civil war and announced an all-out 
offensive to overthrow the leftist 
Sandinist regime. 

At a news conference in Rome, 
leaders of the Nicaraguan Demo- 
cratic Force's political arm said the 
Nicaraguan exiles. including army 
deserters, peasants and students, 
had recently made successful at- 
tacks against three Nicaraguan cit- 
ies. 

“We will step up fighting until 
we overthrow the Sandmista-Com- 
munist” government,” they said. 

Ambassador Ernesto Fonseca, 
Nicaragua's envoy to Rome, dis- 
missed the allegations as “ridicu- 
lous and illogical.’’ 

On Tuesday. Nicaragua called 
for a United Nations Security 
Council meeting, c laiming it feared 
a war against Honduras because of 
increased fighting between army 
troops and Honduran-based rebels. 
It also claimed the rebels were 
backed by the United States. 

On Monday, Defense Minister 
Humberto Ortega Saavedra said: 
“Really, the danger does not exist 
in the penetfalion of Nicaraguan 
territory by genoridal guardsmen 
who are now being defeated, but in 
the danger of war with Honduras.”

U.S. Senate Panel

Under existing regulations, cer- 
tain equipment can be exported 
only to countries that have signed 
the Nudear Nonproliferation Trea- 
ty or that have agreed to permit the 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency to inspect all their unclear 
facilities. 

One of the proposed amend- 
ments woald remove two major nu- 
clear reactor components — prima- 
ry coolant pumps and reactor cm- 
trol rods — from that list 

“This change goes a long way 
toward nullifying congressional in- 
tent in enacting the Atomic Energy 
Act’s full -scope safeguards require- 
ment,” said Victor Gffinsky, a 
member of the Nudear Regulatory 
Commission, in a letter to a con- 
gressional subcommittee. “Instead 
of reducing the number of types of 
equipment which trigger tins re- 
quirement, the commtssan should 
be considering whether additional 
types of equipment should be add- 
ed." 

A second proposed amendment 
would create a category of coun- 
tries that could obtain reactor com- 
ponents without having each ex- 
port approved indrvidujiuy.

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The Freeze Debate 


As a vehicle or generalized protest the 
nuclear freeze proposal before the House of 
Representatives has helped induce Ronald 
Reagan to start adjusting some of his arms 
control positions. He has toned down his 
statements on nuclear war and begun to ex- 
plore compromise in the Euronrissile talks. 
The freeze proposal has also become an agent 
of nudear education for Congress, in our 
view, however, the proposal itself is bad public 
policy. This has to be said despite the im- 
provements made in the freeze resolution in 
the House debate, which resumes next month. 

It is good that the larger strategic goal now 
inscribed in the resolution is “essential equi- 
valence in overall nudear capabilities’* — a 
vague formula but one acceptable to many if 
not most conservatives. The resolution no 
longer assumes, simplisu'caiiy. that Mr. 
Reagan can abandon his START priority of 
reductions in strategic forces and bring into 
bang “an immediate, mutual and verifiable 
freeze.” It acknowledges that it remains to be 
decided “when and how" to achieve this goal. 

A huger difficulty is revealed, however, by 
the “special at tec don" the resolution now ac- 
cords to “destabilizing weapons," those that 
give either side a first-strike capability. This 
language goes to a major and central defect of 
a freeze — that it would block new programs 
designed to lake Soviet and American nudear 
farces off a hair trigger, to create more “stabil- 
ity." The term “arms race” can be very load- 


ed: Weapons that are less vulnerable and 
therefore less prone to bang fired first in a 
crisis can settle the superpowers down, if the 
freeze people are serious about the perils of 
“destabilizing weapons," they must do more 
than add to their resolution a paragraph in- 
consistent with its basic proposition. 

The Stratton amendment, barely defeated 
on the House floor, illuminated a second crip- 
pling defect of the freeze proposal: its equivo- 
cation concerning what new weapons would 
be permissible during the time it took (one 
year? several?) to negotiate this freeze. The 
Reagan ’Tnodemizadon" proposals make this 
question urgent To the extent that they have 
addressed it freeze advocates tend to say that 
each new system should be judged on its mer- 
its. But it is not easy to find new systems in 
which they see merit. The letter of the move- 
ment honors mutual negotiated cuts, but its 
spirit is patently unilateralist: No more nukes. 

A freeze, or a dose approach to one. would 
undercut not only Mr. Reagan’s negotiating 
program but also the freeze's own. The freeze 
resolution welcomes “concurrent and comple- 
meatary arms control proposals." Sounds fine. 
Imagine, however, the likeliest fust Reagan 
arms control deal, one removing some Soviet 
Euromissiles but deploying some American 
ones. Under a literal freeze, there could be no 
deal. Here is one more reason to put aside the 
freeze. Arms controllers can do better.

For Universal Service 


When Jacob Needleman, a professor of phi- 
losophy at San Francisco State University, 
went to California to teach in 1962. he was 
struck by young people's interest in religious 
thought. “I realized." be later wrote, “that the 
moral vacuum of our culture" was driving 
them to reach out for new ideas. He sensed “a 
raw hunger for transcendence." 

Which of us has not had a similar sense 
about young people searching for a higher 
purpose, far causes larger than themselves? It 
is, arguably, the same hunger that draws 
young people to the Reverend Moon and 
other cults. It is. arguably, why many Ameri- 
cans, and not only the young, fed uneasy 
about the egocentrism of modem society. 

Public figures seem to sense the hunger. Tn a 
recent morally fervid speech. President 
Roaald Reagan assailed sexual permissiveness 
at home and, God on our side, co mmunis m 
abroad. On the same day New York's Mayor 
Ed Koch spoke out on “the spirit of altruism 
which is a basic part of every human being." 
But his speech, like one delivered two days 
earlier by Franklin Thomas, president of the 
Ford Foundation, was affirmative, advocating 
an idea that could powerfully meet the moral 
hunger: universal service. 

It is hardly a new idea. William James advo- 
cated it in his famous 1910 essay, “The Moral 
Equivalent of War." Harry Truman and 
Dwight Eisenhower favored it. 

Various versions differ far instance, should 
it be compulsory or voluntary? But the under- 
lying idea is the same: All citizens, some time 
after turning 18, should give a year or more of 
military or civilian service. 

The idea appeals to a strikingly broad spec- 
trum of interests. On one side are those con- 
cerned about the cost and quality of the volun- 
teer army, who wony that the Soviet Union 
spends only a quarter of its military budget an 
pay while America spends more than half of 
its. On the other side are people concerned 
about the empty lives of urban youth who lack 
work, or even hope of work. In between arc 
people interested in protecting the environ- 
ment, serving the schools, helping the elderly. 
And for all parts of the spectrum there is the 
appeal of helping young people of every class 
seek fulfillment in something larger than self. 

If universal service possesses such universal 


virtue, why didn't America embrace it long 
ago? Because the difficulties look as daunting 
as the benefits look compelling. 

Compulsory service would be vulnerable to 
legal attack as involuntary servitude; the Con- 
stitution specifies conscription only for the 
military. That is not an overwhelming objec- 
tion. One might as well describe compulsory 
school attendance as servitude. Still, Ameri- 
cans do not find compulsion easy to accept. 

Would there be enough genuinely useful 
work for the 3 million-plus people who turn 18 
each year? F ranklin Thomas cites an Urban 
Institute study showing social needs that could 
absorb all of them in service jobs without dis- 
placing other workers. Mayor Koch offers an 
array of urban examples like pruning street 
trees, escorting the elderly and putting new 
locks on burglary victims’ doors. 

Would not many jobs, urban or rural, be 
unacceptable, difficult, degrading? The mayor 
calls attention to the California Conservation 
Corps, which combats oil spills, forest fires 
and mud slides and where the motto is “bard 
work, low pay. miserable conditions.'' Yet 
there is usually a long waiting list to join up. 

The much tougher problem would be man- 
agement. Imagine matching millions of young 
people with millions of jobs, in a federal and 
state and local and union framework. And 
think of the jobs that would have to be created 
— for supervisors. Assume a ratio of 1 to 20. 
Wirh three million participants, that would 
mean 150.000 bureaucrats. 

Finally, a truly universal program would be 
truly expensive. Mayor Koch estimates S25 
billion or more a year. But cost is not necessar- 
ily an objection: it is a way erf measuring 
worth. If universal service can be made as 
practical as it is worthy, it would be wholly 
worth paying for. Wc say uy iL 

But gradually. To start with a nationwide, 
mandatory program is inconceivable. What is 
perfectly conceivable is a sizable, voluntary 
experiment The American Conservation 
Corps bill recently passed by the House of 
Representatives, with up to 100,000 jobs, 
could provide the scale and variety necessary 
to weigh some of the principles and practicali- 
ties. It is an experiment worth the effort: the 
hunger for transcendence endures.

Good News for Europe 

There is no such thing as irreversible pro- 
gress, and that is true in particular of the 
building of Europe. Supporters of the Com- 
munity shudder when they look back and sup- 
pute what would probably have happened if 
Mr. Mitterrand had come down on the side of 
those elements in his Socialist Party wbo fa- 
vored removing the franc from the European 
Monetary System. In the present political and 
economic circumstances, leaving the EMS 
would have signified a choice with ramifica- 
tions far beyond the monetary domain. 

It would have meant adopting protective 
trade measures, which, without brag formally 
incompatible with the Community's rules, 
would have violated its spirit. Above all the 
economic policy implied in such a choice 
could only have accentuated the difference in

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Superpower Etiquette Recommends 



W ASHINGTON — listening to the 
Reagan administration’s top figures 
talk about communist objectives in Central 
America or the Middle East — what Ronald 
Reagan calls pursuit of “eventual domination 
of all peoples of the Earth" — set me to 
thinking about the East-West confrontation 
that most people thought at the time was as 
dose as yon would want to get to Worid War 
III: the Cuban missile crisis in 1962. 

Some now say that it was overrated, al- 
though none who wait through it felt so then. 
But my point has to do with the aftermath. 
President Kennedy, according to Theodore 
Sorensen, “laid down the line we were ail to 
follow — no boasting, no gloating, not even a 
claim of victory." Arthur M. Schlesinger Jr. 
has Mr. Kennedy musing later that “every 
setback has the seeds of its own reprisals.” It 
was this “combination of toughness and 
restraint . . . that dazzled the world.” 

Now these were not exactly dispassionate 
accounts. But the “combination or toughness 
and restraint” is precisely what is missing in 
President Reagan's sermon to the National 
Association of Evangelicals; in his adnrims* 
[ration's presentation of its program for El 
Salvador, in the postmortems on the Leba- 
nese war. The president sounds tough. "There 
is sin and evil in the world.” he says, “and we 
are enjoined by scripture and the Lord Jesus 
to oppose it with all our mighL" 

And you could say he acts tough. Witness 
the full-court press now being put on heavy 
defense increases to rearm America against a 
Soviet military menace that seems to grow 
with every declassification of previously top 
secret estimates of Soviet military capabili- 
ties. You could even say that be is tough- 
minded when he scorns the “refusal of many 
influential people" to take Lenin at bis word 
that “the only morality the communists rec- 
ognize is that which vnH further their cause, 
which is world revolution.”

Meanwhile 9 the Central American Villain Is the Military 


W ASHINGTON — The threat 
to democracy in Central 
America is neither communism nor 
poverty. Today as in the past, the 
danger is militarism. 

Since 1823 no Central American 
country except Costa Rica and at 
times Panama has been able to es- 
cape the grasp of personalistic, mili- 
tary rale for long. Today these 
threats are more dangerous: Right- 
ists dream of becoming Francisco 
Franco and leftists aspire to the vic- 
tory and longevity of Fidel Castro. 

SlilL the possibilities of democra- 
cy are also greater than ever. Most 
countries in the region are strug- 
gling to rid themselves of military 
rule. Panama and Honduras are 
perched in precarious transitions 
but seem intent on moving toward 
democracy. In Guatemala, El Salva- 
dor and Nicaragua the miiiiaiy is 
fighting the people. Only in Costa 
Rica, which abolished its army in 
1948, has democracy survived; the 
threat there is economic, yet Wash- 
ington offers military aid. 

• And although the military is the 


biggest problem in the region. 
Washington continues to encourage 
it — most recently by urging more 
military aid and advisers for El Sal- 
vador. Confronting stalemate, the 
administration chose to up the mili- 
tary ante rather than reassess its 
strategy. The region may soon have 
no choice except between rightist or 
leftist mOitaiy governments. 

The tragic irony is that in the 30 
years until 1979 the region enjoyed 
widespread social and economic 
progress. Taken together, the econo- 
mies grew 5.3 percent per year, dou- 
bling per capita income while the 
population nearly tripled. Trade in- 
creased 18 times; education and 
health conditions unproved; middle 
and working classes blossomed, and 
democratic groups organized to par- 
ticipate in the political system. 

Although the region’s military re- 
gimes have survived hundreds of in- 
surrections, their primitive repres- 
sive tactics are no longer working. 
This is not due to Soviet or Cuban

control of the guerrillas but because 
the population is younger, better ed- 
ucated. more determined to fight 
back. In El Salvador the strength of 
the left owes less to utopian Marxist 
promises than to repression by the 
security forces and fear that existing 
reforms will be undone. 

The problem with giving unequi- 
vocal and unlimited support to the 
military in El Salvador is simply 
that some of Washington's so-called 
friends in the military are actually 
its enemies, and some so-called left- 
ist enemies are potentially allies. By 
aiding the military without insisting 
on negotiations, the Reagan admin- 
istration permits extremists cm both 
sides to control El Salvador s future. 

Throughout Latin America the 
Reagan administration has sought 
to “repair the damage” J immy 
Carter did to military relations, re- 
placing human rights rhetoric with 
arms sales. U.S. military aid to the 
region more than doubled from 
19S0 to 1981 and more than tripled 


to 


from 1981 to 1982. Th recent weeks 
alone the administration’s requests 
for military aid have doubled. U.S.' 
arms dealers have sold more than SI 
billion of weapons to Latin America 
in the last two years. 

The administration has tried a 
dozen ways to warm relations with . 
military governments such as Ar- 
gentina's. Yet it is hard to see. that 
these efforts have gained anything. . 
Argentina has closer relations with 
the Soviet Union and Cuba than be- 
fore; it recently decided not lo par- 
ticipate in annual hemispheric naval . 
exercises organized by the United' 
Stales. More important, many Ar- 
gentine politicians — and demo- 
crats throughout Latin America — 
who associate the mifitaiy with 
repression and with “disappear- 
ances” now associate the . United 
States with the military. 

It is dearer today than ever be- 
fore that the United States must 
help to limit the role that Central 
America’s armies play in politics. It

Medicine and Death Should Remain Enemies When Death 

Is Admitted 


L OS ANGELES — With increas- 
ing frequency, the clamor of 
“hard-case" reports bang used to 
push for “rigbi-to-die" legislation is 
compelling us to ask things that we 
would rather not ask, to confront is- 
sues that we would prefer to leave 
unfaced. What if society were to 
agree, in response to this outcry, that 
a person could decide to end his or 
her life in a legal, voluntary act? 

We should heed well the warning 
ibat bard cases make bad laws. 

The first problem about legalizing 
euthanasia, or assisted suicide, is that 
it cannot be confined to those wbo 
feel they can no longer endure life as 
it has become. How would we decide 
who should qualify? 

Would it be only patients with can- 
cer? What about debilitating but not 
inherently fatal diseases such as mul- 
tiple sclerosis? And stroke victims, 
and the severely burned? Deeply de- 
pressed people try more often than 
any other group to IriB themselves; 
would such a change in the law not 
work a devastating change in our 
concept of help for them? 

There is. too, a pitfall in the form 
of the special people who think al- 
ways of others before themselves. 
Can we not imagine such people, on 
learning that they had an incurable 
illness, feeling obliged to opt for ex- 
termination in order to spare their 
families further distress and expense? 

And how easy, by an unfeeling 
word or unkind gesture, to push a 
waverer to opt for suicide. Truly, 
there is a dark side of human nature 
that would exploit such situations, 
the sooner to be rid of an unwelcome 
burden or gain an inheritance. 

Anyone who has had the painful 
duty of counseling the family of a 
suicide victim soon learns that min- 
gled with the pain and grief there is 
usually remorse, born of the thought 
that somehow, somewhere they did 
not do enough for the deceased be- 
fore it was too late. Just as remorse 
sometimes destroys women who have 
had abortions (a consequence that is 
seldom talked about), so it would 
haunt the family and the friends erf 
the voluntaiy dead. 

We cannot yet cure all ills, but 
each year we are able to do more. I 
fear, however, that if euthanasia be- 
came established, a lot erf the pres- 
sure that has driven research to 
achieve so much would die. Then, 
too, the physician's prognosis is not 
always right; a changed diagnosis, an 
unexplained remission, the sudden 
appearance of a new form of treat- 
ment remain possibilities — but only 
so long as the patiem remains alive. 

Survival of the trust that a patiem 
bestows on a physician matters a 
great deaL The patient must be as- 
sured that the physician wiD lake all 
reasonable steps to heal, and at all 
times will ensure comfort 
I do not mean that we should pro- 
long life when the cup holds only bit- 
ter dregs; nor resuscitate the termi- 
nally ill so that they might have the 
questionable benefit of dying twice. 
But a dear distinction must be made 
reen relieving suffering in order 
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to minimize the trauma of death, and 
deliberately causing death in order to 
end the distress of suffering. If laws 
are changed to erode that distinction, 
how could mist survive? 

We have already seen this erosion 
in the context of abortion. Hard cas- 
es such as pregnancy resulting from 
rape (an extremely rare consequence 
of that revolting crime) were used as 
the anvfl on which abortion laws 
were forged in America. Once these 
were enacted, one concession after 
another was aggressively demanded, 
and we now have elective abortion. 

If voluntary euthanasia were ac- 
cepted, the argument would almost 
automatically arise that many para- 
lyzed or comatose patients would 
certainly opt for it if they could, so 
why not let a relative authorize it for 
them? Perceiving the invidious na- 


ture of such decision-making, the 
next step would be to arrange for a 
government agency to handle such 
matters. With the power to control 
both ends of life firmly in the hands 
erf the slate, how long would the mid- 
dle remain secure? From the grave, 
the specter of Adolf Hitler assures us 
that it would not be safe for long. 

Most people subscribe to the no- 
tion that terminal illness is painful. 
The truth is often to the contrary. 
Even among cancer victims, about 
half suffer no pain, and for most who 
do medication provides ample relief. 
No, most of the pain and agony are 
in the hearts of relatives as they 
watch a loved one slip away. 

For medieval pilgrims an a long 
journey there were resting places 
called hospices. For today’s last pil- 
grimage, that taken by the terminally 


ill, the need is for such places, where 
people with illnesses for which we 
have no cure may live out their time 
in comfort and dijgnity. Such places 
ideally minister not just to physical 
needs but also to the whole person — 
body, mind and souL ; • 

People gamble millions on football 
games and billions on the stock mar- 
ket. Untold sums are spoil on the 
evanescent thrill of illicit . drugs. 
Churches send money to insurgents 
abroad and spend immeasurable en- 
ergy debating nudear war. To invest 
the equivalent of a small fraction of 
all that to increase the avaflability of 
hospice care for the dying would 
seem a reasonable expectation of a 
caring civilization.

Medicine; How Much Is Too Much ? 


C OLLEGE PARK, Maryland — 
We are all rooting far Barney 
Clark, the artificial heart recipient 
Dr. Clark is a brave pioneer and a 
symbol of our desire to defeat our 
mortality. I admire him and wish him 
well. I would love to find out one day 
that his life is again robust and full, 
and worth (he awesome price that he 
has paid to sustain it. 

But there is something deeply trou- 
bling as I contemplate his future and 
ours. Assume that as we all hope, his 
artificial heart keeps working indefi- 
nitely without further difficulty and 
that he adjusts to his resulting life as 
well as can reasonably be hoped. Ail 
the same, the day will come when 
something else will go awry. Even 
now he has had some spells of kidney 
insufficiency; perhaps it will be the 
kidneys that are next to go. 

Imagine that you are one of Dr. 
Clark's doctors on that fateful day. 
Do you turn your back on this tri- 
umph or medical skill and condemn 
him to (he death that has been fore- 
stalled so dramatically? Or do you 
send him on to the dialysis unit, 
where kidney failure is iust a problem 
to be solved, not a fatal deficiency? 

The British National Health Ser- 
vice will not dialyze anyone who is 
Dr. Clark's age. That is one way of 
keeping a lid on Britain’s national 
medical bill. But you are not likely to 
let our Barney go like that, just to 
save the cosl Not after the emotion- 
aL intellectual and financial invest- 
ments that have already been made. 

Anyway. Americans don’t like the 
idea of making vital decisions on the 
basis of what die bill will be. There is 
a national policy of providing dialy- 
sis to anyone whose fife can be saved 
by it One is certainly not going to 
discriminate against Dr. Dark just 
because he has a mechanical heart 
So off he goes to dialysis, and a me- 
chanical kidney does the trick. 

1 don’t mean to suggest that we 
should simply put on the brakes and

stop developing or applying advances 
in medical technology. But we do 
need to think very hard about the 
road ahead. 1 would dialyze Barney 
Clark, too. if that is what he wanted. 
But I wony about how much of this 
sort of thing is for the best 
The costs of dialysis can be greatly 
reduced through public awareness of 
the need to donate transplantable 
kidneys. And perhaps one day the ar- 
tificial heart will be small, reliable 
and of moderate cost But something 
else — a liver or a pancreas — will 
then capture our attention in the 
front ranks of medicine's inexorable 
march forward. And the cost will 
matter, like it or noL 
America now spends about 10 per- 
cent of its GNP on health care — 


nearly $300 billion a year. There is 
no possibility of saturating the mar- 
ket, of meeting the demand. The 
more success, the more demand. 

I don't know what the answer is to 
(he problem of deciding how much is 
enough, but I do know it is time to 
start looking for iL

NEW YORK — William S. Cook does not 
mince words. “You make sure you've got the 
right people in place. You evaluate their per- 
formance very objectively and very coldly and 
reward them if they do well and punish them if 
they don't" 

For Mr. Cook, pres dent of Union Pacific 
Corp. who will become chief executive as well 
on May I. that strategy has worked in the past 
Now he is betting that it win serve him well 
again as his company tries to merge two rail- 
roads into the fold of the venerable Union Pa- 
cific rail holdings and to strengthen the compa- 
ny's vast energy holdings at a time of sharply 
tumbling oQ prices. 

The task will not be easy. The merger of the 
Missouri Pacific and Western railroads, which 
became effective Dec. 22. means that the Union 
Pacific holding company now runs the nation's 
third-largest railroad, measured by route miles 
of track, and that its rail holdings are more in 
balance with its energy operations. 

Mary De Sapio. railroad analyst for Lehman 
Brothers Kuhn Loeb. noted that the other ma- 


jor railroads in the West. B urling ton Northern, 
Southern Pacific and Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe, are preparing a response to the merg- 
er. 

“The railroads in the Western district mil not 
be overpowered by this combine," she said. 

A more complex problem than bringing all 
the lines under one umbrella and boclang po- 
tential competition, however, is Union Pacific's 
energy operation. 

The company's profits from its energy busi- 
ness fell last year because of a drop in prices for 
the petroleum products turned out by the three 
refineries operated by Union Pacific’s Charnp- 
lin Petroleum Ca The recession and conserva- 
tion also brought a large drop in the demand for 
natural gas. another Champlin product 

Some rail analysts, such as J. Kenneth Green- 
bure of Oppenbeimer & Co„ also believe that 
the ‘company has now fully developed its rail- 
road and energy businesses and can start think- 
ing about another diversification. 

“i don't think there is any urgency to use 
their cash as yet.” he said, “but they can start to 
look where this company should be five to 10 
years from now." 


Mr. Cook, however, does not believe the com- 
pany should move in a new direction now. For 
him, resolving the company’s problems involves 
the use of a management strategy of delegating 
responsibility and decision-making — but never 
abandoning iL 

*Tm a great believer in getting die best peo- 
ple you can to do whatever you have to get 
done, compensating them well so that they are 
happy." said Mr. Cook, who has been president 
and chief operating officer since 1977. 

But even though there are no plans to enter 
new businesses, Mr. Evans added that the com- 
pany’s horizons have been expanded by railroad 
deregulation and the recent decision by die In- 
terstate Commerce Commission that lifted some 
restrictions on railroads entering the trucking 
business.

Inflation was at 
a zero rare for the first fwo months 
of 1983. the department said. 

Other news, however, was less 
rosy. The Labor Department said 
gross weekly earnings of US 
workers, adjusted for inflation de- 
clined 13 percent in February. 

The Treasury Department said 
die federal deficit widened in Feb- 
ruary to $2534 billion from $14.78 
billion the year before. 

“All the data for February have 
been fairly weak," Mr. Johnson 
said. “You would expect that kind 
of thing might shake people’s con 
fidence that the recovery will be as 
strong as the market is signaling, 
but it’s failed to do that To be 
honest with you.

The market was ready to take off 
at the first sign of good news, some 
experts said, because some promi- 
nent analysts have recently 
dropped their prediction that a ma 
jor “correction" in the market was 
imminent.

Pound Hits New Low; 
Belgian Rate Slashed

LONDON — The pound, caught 
in the backlash of the European 
monetary crisis, closed at a record 
low of $1.4585 in trading Wednes- 
day amid rumors that the price of 
North Sea oil may be cut soon. 

Also Wednesday, the Belgian 
National Bank cut its discount rate 
by 3 percentage points, to 1 1 per- 
cent, and the Belgian Trane weak- 
ened. 

The Bank of England's trade-

The French franc was traded in 
a narrow range Wednesday on Eu- 
ropean markets as dealers awaited 
government announcements on fu- 
ture economic policy. The French 
franc was quoted at 72750 to the 
dollar, up from 72175 on Tuesday. 

In Brussels, a Belgian National 
Bank statement said the discount 
rale oil followed similar reductions 
by other central banks and reflect- 
ed the return to calm in the mar- 
kets following the realignment, 
which revalued the West German 
mark by 5.5 percent, devalued the 
French’ franc 2.5 percent and 
pushed the Belgian franc up 1.5 
percent. 

The key discount rate is the one 
that central banks use to lend to 
commercial banks. The franc weak- 
ened in thin trading soon after the 
announcement, with dealers quot- 
ing the Belgian currency at 19.86 
francs to the Deutsche mark, com- 
pared with 19.76 just before the 
cut.

over Mexico’s debt service pros- 
pects in view of declining oil prices. 

Pedro Pablo Kucynsku president 
of First Boston International, said 
a recent $5- billion loan to Mexico 
by major international creditors 
would be offset almost entirely bv 
an expected 53-billion decline in 
Mexico's oil earnings and SI -bil- 
lion increase in interest charges 
and fees by leaders. 

“The banks are increasing rates 
and fees because the risk factor of 
lending is considered higher now. 
but by charging more they are con- 
tributing to the risk. Higher 
spreads and fees only mean more 
money for tbe bank if the borrower 
canpay," said Mr. Kuczynslri. 

Finance Minister Jorge Wehbe 
of Argentina spent several hours 
with an international steering com- 
mittee discussing the fees and rates 
for a $ l .5-billion loan that was ap- 
proved in December by creditor 
banks. 

“1 guess we will reach an agree- 
ment when tbe Argentines really 


need the money." said a U.S. bank- 
er involved in the talks. 

Bolivia promised the creditors' 
committee dealing with its billioo- 
dollar debt that it would start pay- 
ing about $120 million of interest 
that has not been paid in the past 
year. Negotiations on refinancing 
will begin in September. 

Beryl Sprinkel. U.S. undersecre- 
tary of the Treasury, gave the as- 
sembly the Reagan administra- 
tion's rosy view' of the prospects for 
economic recovery in the United 
States. But he cautioned the Latin 
American countries against expect- 
ing the United States to be “the lo- 
comotive for recovery throughout 
the world." 

Mr. Sprinkel, a monetarist, said 
that “pursuit of overly stimulative 
policies designed to support rapid 
world recovery would only exacer- 
bate the inflationary psychology 
and abort the expansion." 

Those comments did not proride 
an answer to tbe problem raised re- 
peatedly in tbe statements of the 
Latin American delegates about 
how to restore export income so 


that import levels can be main- 
tained while still paying the accu- 
mulated debt. 

“If our exports, despite bong 
competitive in price and quality, 
cannot be placed in consumer mar- 
kets dosed off by tariff barriers 
and quotas, and if we are unable, to 
have regular access to capital mar- 
kets, it wQl be impossible to service 
the debt," said Carlos Rodriguez 
Pastor. Peru’s minister of economy. 

From the talk in the corridors, il 
was apparent that the optimists be- 
lieve that recovery in the industrial- 
ized countries "will come fast 
enough to pull Latin America out 
of the debt quagmire by increasing 
demand for basic commodity ex- 
ports. 

But many bankers attending the 
meeting expressed skepticism 
about the recovery prospects, indi- 
cating that they believe the Latin 
American countries will need more 
new financing.

1. The Er cmnmig Environ- 
ment in Fiscal 1983 
1 1 ) Delay ia world economy's 
recovery 

Tbe U.S. economy failed to 
get out of tbe doldrums in 1982. 
Tbe tight monetary policy 
caused inflation to subside, but 
the number of corporate bank- 
ruptcies and the unemploy- 
ment rate hit the highest levels 
since World War n. 

The Federal Reserve Board 
has lowered (he official dis- 
count rate seven times since 
last July in moves to stimulate 
business. This accommodative 
policy generated some im- 
provement in consumer spend- 
ing, as is seen in housing starts 
and automobile sales. 

Bnl the pace of economic 
recovery will be extremely slow 
and improvement in employ- 
ment is hardly a realistic hope 
for the time being. 

In the aftermath of the sec- 
ond oil crisis, European 
economies continued to 
stagnate in 1982. followed by 
further aggravation in employ- 
ment. It appears most likely 
that full-scale recovery of tbe 
European economies will be 
delayed until 1984, lagging be- 
hind that of the U.S. 

On the basis of the above 
outlook, we makes the follow- 
ing projections: tbe real growth 
rate of tbe world economy 
will be 0.4 per cent in 1982 and 
1.8 per cent in 1983: the real 
9owth rate of the world trade 
will be 0 per cent in 1982 and 
1.8 per cent in 1983: tbe prices 
of primary products will drop 4 
per cent in 1982 and rise 1.0 per 
cent in 1983; and for Japan the 
import price iCIFl of crude cal 
will be $34 per barrel in fiscal 
1982 and $33 in 1983. 

(2) Economic stimulation 
measures limited doe to weak 
yen and budget deficit 

In Japan there is no progress 
in rednring fiscal deficits. The 
fiscal 1983 general account 
budget provides for bond 
amounting to ¥ 13.345 
billion. According to this 
bank's calculations, another 
revenue shor tfall of about ¥2 
trilCoe is likely due Lo a de- 
crease in tax revenue resulting 
from low economic growth and 
an increase in outlays such as 
partial implementation of the 
National Personnel Authority's 


recommendation on wages. 
Should the Government fail to 
take concrete measures for fis- 
cal rehabilitation, it will have 
unfavorable psychological 
effects on business manage- 
ment. too. 

The reduction in overseas 
interest rales will sustain the 
yen's exchange value against 
the U.S. dollar al a relatively 
high level until summer. How- 
ever. if the domestic business 
outlook, affected by the fiscal 
situation, should remain un- 
clear. the yen will be weaken- 
ed again after the summer, 
when overseas interest rates 
are likely to go up. 

What with the vigilant at- 
titude other countries are 
maintaining against Japan, as 
is seen in mounting protec- 
tionism. and with the 
possibility of the yen's depred- 
ation in tbe near future, it will 
be difficult for Japan to lower 
interest rates. In this report 
therefore, it is assumed that 
the official discount rate will 
be maintained at the current 
5 3 per cent.

Hi Final private consumption 
expenditure: The real 

growth rate is expected to fluc- 
tuate — 1.1 per cent in fiscal

tion spending in the first half 
of fiscal 1982 was caused by a 
temporary reaction to the 
stagnation in the preceding 
periods.

C HOOSING the right trump 
__ suit, like choosing the right 
doctor, can be quite tricky When 
two are available arid.. they seem 
equally well qualified, there is no 
reason to believe that bald doctors 
offer any special advantages, hut at 
the bridge table it is usually right 
to select the candidate that is thin 
on top. 

An example is the diag ramed 
deaL It. is easy.. to see that four 
hearts can be beaten easily by an 
opening spade lead, whereas four 
spades is virtually unbeatable. 

However, it did not work out 
like that in practice. One of the 
strongest teams in the event was 
dimmaied when its North-South 
pair failed in the theoretically right, 
contract, and their rivals succeeded 
in the theoretically wrong one.

ATLANTIC CITY, New Jersey — Boxing be- 
longs here. The punishment fits the grime. Just as 
the glitter of Atlantic City’s new boardwalk casi- 
no-hotels quickly fades after one block into the 
gloomy decay of its Monopoly-game streets, the 
dazzle of a big title fight often obscures the sour 
scams of the sweet science. But for a few hours last 
Friday, two light heavyweights. Michael Spinks 
and Jim Florid, bridged boxing’s two worlds. In 
another few months, those two worlds may never 
be opart again. 

Spinks outpointed Dwight Braxton to unify the 
175-pound tide. 

Florio earlier outpointed several witnesses in a 
courthouse hearing on a congressional bill. It 
would create a 10- member congressional advisory 
commission in order to establish federal control of 
what he called the “prizefighting industry." 

Spinks bragged later that he had beaten Braxton 
“with one hand.” meaning his left jab. Florio nev- 
er bragged, but the Democratic congressman from 
New Jersey had stopped all his opponents with 
one word that many boxing people have never un- 
derstood — “accountability. Some in the boxing 
world probably think that accountability is an ac- 
countant with ability, not to be confused with hon- 
esty. But in time, perhaps Florio and his commu- 
tes will make boxing understand its true meaning. 

“How do we have primer accountability?" Flo- 
rio said during Friday’s bearing. “Accountability 
is the key factor we’re looking for.” 

James J. Florio, chairman of the House Sub- 
committee on Commerce, Transportation and 
Tourism, was sitting behind a long woodm table 
in the Atlantic County courthouse. He was ad- 
dressing Jun McKenna, a vice president of CBS 
Sports, who had proposed that “local supervision 
and control in each state seems more desirable” 
than a federal commission. 

“I'm troubled by your proposal, your justifica- 
tion of the status quo," Florio said, “when the sta- 
tus quo is not acceptable.” 

Florio is stflJ seeking solutions, but he has 
quickly recognized one problem — ibe scattered 
supervision of US. boxing by so many different 
stales in so many different ways. Jose Sulatman, 
the World Boxing Council president, told the com- 
mittee Friday that “most other nations regulate 
boxing on a national level” and added that “some 
countries are excellent and others are not.” 

Asked which nations had the best boxing com- 
missions. he mentioned Italy and England to the 
committee. “They get into the business of boxing,” 
he said, “but they are notioo bureaucratic. 

“What's the worst nation to work with?” be was 
asked. 

“The United States,” he whispered behind a 


raised band cupped near his mouth. “None of the 
slates agree with each other.” Why? “Independ- 
ence. Autonomy. Selfishness. Ego.” 

Florio also appears to have recognized another 
problem — the hazy relationship among the televi- 
sion networks, the boxing promoters and the two 
governing bodies of worldwide boxing — the 
World Boxing Association, whose representative 
failed to appear, and the WBC. 

“There's a growing lade of clarity,” Florio said, 
“in the dose-knit relationship between the pro- 
moters, the managers, the broadcasting networks, 
the WBA and the WBC.” 

Florio formed his committee following the 
death late last year of Duk Koo Kim, the South 
Korean lightweight who was knocked out Nov. 12 
in Las Vegas by Ray Manrini in a WBA title bout 
promoted by Bob Arum and televised by the CBS 
network. Improved safety regulations for boxers 
was the original premise of the committee, but 
Florio is quickly learning that what happens inside 
the ring is, for belter or for worse, the purest part 
of boxing 

No matter how strict improved safety regula- 
tions might be, they won’t prevent a boxing death 
every so often. That’s the nature of the beast, just 
as it is in auto racing. But new government regula- 
tions of promoters, managers and the television 
industry would help to wipe some of the dirt off a 
greasy business. 

Judging by his reaction, Florio didn't realize un- 
til be was informed at Friday's bearing that Kim 
was not even rated by the WBC among its top 10 
lightweight challengers at the same time the WBA 
ranked him as its No. 1 challenger- Florio also 
sounded annoyed at what be described as the “in- 
ability” of boxing's two most important pro- 
moters, Don King and Bob Aram, to comply with 
invitations to appear at Friday’s bearings. 

“The whole combination," Florio said, referring 
to the relationship between the promoters, mana- 
gers and television networks, “dictates there be a 
public accountability loftier than entertainment 
and ratings.” 

There's that word again. Yes, boxing indeed 
owes an accountability not only to the public but 
also to its own conscience, or what's left of iL But 
the weakness of Florio’s boxing bill is that it pro- 
poses to create a congressional advisory commis- 
sion that would create a federal boxing commis- 
sion. Incfftari . as Rep. Pat Williams, the Montana 
Democrat, suggested to the committee at Friday’s 
hearing, it would make more sense to introduce a 
bill that would establish a federal boxing commis- 
sion without any bureaucratic delay. 

Especially when 52 million in taxpayers' money 
already has been authorized for the current com- 
mittee's work. Florio has to have a sense of ac- 
countability, too.

Then one day — the year, 1823, 
but not the date, is recorded — the 
history of football took an odd 
twist There is a plaque today on 
thegpotmdsaf the Rugby School in 
Pngtatvt That commemorates the 
historic event in winch “the ex- 
ploits of William Webb Ellis, who, 
with a fine disregard for the rales 
of football as played in his tune, 
first took tbe ball in his arms, and 
ran with iL...” 

After tbe initial surprise, Ellis's 
playmate* — you can imagine the 
took cm his face — unaccountably 
found his tactic d raini ng, and they 
began to play the game his way. 
Tints the discovery of rugby. Ana 
so WflBam Webb Ellis, obviously a 
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cheat, a scoundrel and a nogood- 
mk, is remembered as the Robert 
Fulton of football: He showed a 
new way to navigate. 

Rugby in England, as football in 
America, would soon be played 
primarily in the falL Presumably, 
tfiarwas tn'or da - nipt' to ctmyiete 
mth the estibKtied ^nng sports 
of crew and cricket — in America 
it was baseball — and soccer and 
track. 

It does not bold that American 
football as often believed, is tradi- 
tionally a fall sprat because cooler 
weather made wearing heavy 
equipment more comfortable. 

In fact, one of the early star 
players, Walter Camp of Yale, 
,wore, besides his jersey, pants and 
shoes, ratty a hairband that kept iris 
center-patted black locks tidy. 

Football in America, due to a 
caprice of fate, soon grew popular 
on college campuses in the fall, and 
the pros, who became conspicuous 
in the 1920s, merely aped their 
predecessors. 

Yet for a number 'of years col- 
leges have quietly, gradually, have 
been reaching in to tbe past and ob- 
serving an ancient custom. They 
call it spring practice.

Dear Sir, 

Assume, in spite of some 
ch ang es you will make in agency, 
you will want up-to-date informa- 
tion on EPA employees who are 
dean air fanatics, pro-environmen- 
talists, and have relatives who be- 
long to National Audubon Society. 
Your predecessor, as well as the 
Secretary of Interior, found these 
lists most helpful in serving EPA 
political interests of the country as 
mandated by Congress. 

This is updated report for week 
of March 7. 1983. 

Duncan Plowright — Denver 
office. Was photographed in 1970 
at Earth Day demonstration while 
student at University of Utah.

The Flag at Iwo Jima: 
Photographer’s Luck

the historic Marine flag-raising 
during the battle for the Japanese 
island of Iwo Jima — and lost 
out to the photographer who 
showed up second. 

The second picture — a far 
better photograph of a second 
group of Marines placing a larger 
flag — was the one that stuck in 
the American consciousness. 
Taken by Joe Rosenthal an As- 
sociated Press photographer who 
climbed up Mount Suribachi a 
few hours after Lowery came 
down, the picture was distributed 
throughout the United States, 
and within weeks became the 
theme photograph for the na- 
tion’s seventh World War II 
bond drive. 

Rosenthal still basics in its 
fame. Lowery lives in anonymity. 

Because Lowery’s pictures 
lacked the an gular and dramatic 
flair of Rosenthal's, they 
appeared in only a few publica- 
tions, such as Leatherneck, the 
Marine Corps magazine. 

The tale was relived recently 
when survivors of die battle for 
Iwo Jima held a convention here 
and mingled with a regular meet- 
ing of the local chapter of the 
Marine Corps correspondents. 

On Feb. 23, 1945, Lowery, a 
sergeant assigned to cover the 
Iwo Jima invasion for the Marine 
Corps, was accompanying a 40- 
man patrol from the 28tb Marine 
Regiment to the top of Mount 
Suribachi on the fourth day of 
the invasion to capture the 416- 
square-mile Iwo Tima airfield. 

The patrol made it to the top 
of the mountain and raised a 
small flag measuring 54 by 28 
inches, brought from the attack 

transport ship Missoula. 

They found a broken section of 
steel pipe the Japanese defenders 
had used for their water system 
and made it into a makeshift 
flagstaff. Then they assembled it 
about 35 feet from the top of the 
mountain and rushed up to put 
the pole in place. Lowery took his 
picture. 


Thai came the gunfire. “Ap- 
parently the sight of the flag so 
enraged the Japanese that they 
came out of their caves and be- 
gan firing at us,” he said 

The combat patrol went bade 
to the war and began flushing the 
enemy out of their “caves." heav- 
ily reinforced dwellings in the 
side of the mountain. One nearly 
became Lowery’s undoing. He 
approached the entrance to a 
cave that a Marine had just 
tpiched with a flame thrower 
when a Japanese soldier stuck his 
head out, saw Lowery and threw 
a hand grenade. 

“There wasn’t much choice at 
the time. I dove over the side of 
the mountain, rolling and sliding 
about 40 feet," he said. Skinned 
and bleeding, but u ni nj ure d by 
the grenade, Lowery figured that 
be had enough pictures and be- 
gan making his way down the 
mountain. 

As he neared the bottom, he 
met Joe Rosenthal who was with 
a cinematographer. Sergeant Bill 
. Genaust. Lowry told him they 
had pictures of the flag raising 
and when he saw that Rosenthal 
“sort of looked disappointed," 
encouraged him to go up to see 
the view of the harbor.

“I looked around and saw sev- 
eral Marines near where the flag- 
pole was planted, working on an- 
other pole that was lying on the 
ground,” Rosenthal said. 

He also noticed that the Ma-

Genaust who was killed nine 
days later on Iwo Jima, also cap- 
tured the flag-raising, but ran out 
of movie film several seconds af- 
ter it was up. 

Rosenthal then took two other 
pictures of Marines on the moun- 
tainlop. In one of them, he had a 
group stand near the flag and 
toss their helmets up, as if in jnbi- 
lation. The other, now frozen in 
history, captured six Marines 
p lanting the staff of the new flag. 

The pictures were sent back to 
a processing lab on Guam, where 


the controversy started. Congra- 
tulations began coining Rosen- 
thal’s way — but he did not know 
that they were for the flag-raising 
picture. He thought they were for 
the picture he had orchestrated. 

When someone commented, 
“That’s a good picture,” Rosen- 
thal replied, “I thought so when I 
set it np." The rumor that the 
flag placement was not spontane- 
ous started on Guam and was 
picked up by a magazine corre- 
spondent -
